Tli« Involuntary KxperinxentalUt. 


[Concluded.] 


The thermometer had by this time risen 


to 112 degrees 5 but I knew, from the ex- 
periment of Fordjce and Bankes, that the 
living fibre could for a short time bear a 
heat more than twice aa great without per- 
manent injury. 
A ray of hope lighted the 


gloom of my heart, as I ran over in recol- 
lection the various instances, with which 
cnv professional studies had rendered me 
acquainted, of living bodies bearing great 
degrees of heat. I recollected the case of 
the girl at Rochefoucault, who had gone 
into an oven where the thermometer stood 
at 288 degrees. I called to mind Sannerat'a 
account of fishes living in the hot springe 
of the Manillas, in water at a temperature 
of upwards of 150 degrees; and taxed my 
memory te recollect the names of plants 
which the same writer mentions as flourish* 
ing in the island of Luctoa, with their roots 
in a thermal rivulet so hot that the mercu- 
ry, plunged io us waters, rose to 174 de- 
grees. I considered that, perhaps, the cause 
of the heat now surrounding me was no 
more than the reverberation of so great a 
body of flame as that overhead on the met- 
al, and that as the flame diminished in vol- 
ume, which it plainly did every minute, the 
heat of tho copper might be expected to 
abate. But the continually rising tempera- 
ture of the air, indicated as it too plainly 
was by the thermometer which I held in my 
hand, soon deprived me of the vague com- 
fort of such a surmise. I next endeavored 
to form some estimate of tbo heat the metal 
must acquire before the contained air would 
rise to a temperature of 250 degrees, which 
~ supposed it possible I might be able to 
bear; but, what with anxiety and confusion, 
I could make no approximation to an an- 
swer. These various processes of thought 
had, however, restored a certain degree of 
presence of mind, as may be judged from 
the fact that, dreadful as the prospect was 
which I had before me, I was culm enough 
to make several memoranda on tny tablets 
with the purpose of attaching them to a 
weight, to be tied to tbe end of my hand- 
kerchief aud flung out, in the hope of let- 
ting it be known where I was.

"ets I have now before me; J have preserv 
ed them ever since, as a memorial of mo- 
meats such as I trust have fallen to the lot 
of no other human being.

The thermometer burns my 
hand—I have dropped it, and it [is] bro- 
ken.

With almost the lant effort I was capable 


of making, I put tbe tablets with a heavy 
piece of mortar (but fur mortar 1 would 
nave been burned to my knees where 1 stood] 
m to tbe end of my handkerchief, and 
flung it with all my force out of the month 
of my fiery prison. The agony I endured 
iu moving my naked arm so rapidly through 
tbe hot air was almost insupportable; it 
waa like stirring boiling water with it. So 
great was the paiu that I had almost faint- 
ed ; and, when I felt the sickness and giddi- 
ness that precedes a swoon, I was almost 
grateful for it, as I knew that, if I feL on 
the metal below me, I would, in all proba 
bility, be deprived of life during my in- 
sensibility. But the symptoms of fainting 
left me—a prey to more acute feelings of 
bodily agony. I stood with blisters rising 
on my shoulders, and-the process'of de- 
composition by fire actually' beginning on 


the skin of my legs. The whole fluids of 
my body had been drained in secreting 
perspiration, aud m supplying my lungs 
with the moisture necesaary to enable them 
to preserve tbe temperature of tbe system. 
It is my firm belief that, had fluids re 
mained in my body sufficient to supply the 
necessary serum, I would have be«u one 
blister from head to foot.

In this state my eyes fell on tho veins of

lay in my mouth little better thau a piece 
of dry sponge,) I was nevertheless able to 
climb up out uf ibot torrid atmosphere in to 
which no ficeraan would venture lo descend? 
I cannot do either, aud I,will lot much lon- 
ger dwell on the night's adventure ; suffice 
it to say, my last missive had fonuuaiely 
reached its destination, aud brought my 
deliverers lo my assistance.

I am sure a 
few minutes longer would have been cer- 
tain death, so thai I may aately say I have 
endured the highest temperature ot any 
nuxn on record. 
My bodily temperature, 


except on some portions of tbo scari 
skin, at no time rode above 110° or 112°, 
and during the latter part of my sufferings 
it was a great relief to ray hands to place 
them on any part of my person. In fact, 
I have no doubt there waa at one time a 
difference of 180* to 190° between the tera 
perature of my body and that of the sur- 
rounding air.

The In-voluntary Experimentalist. 


[Concluded.] 


The thermometer had by this time risen 


to 112 degrees ; but I knew, from the ex- 
periment of Fordyce and Bankes, that the 
living fibre could for a abort time bear a 
heat more than twice aa great without per- 
manent injury. A ray of hope lighted the 
gloom of my heart, aa I ran over in recol- 
lection the various instances, with which 
mv professional studies bad rendered me 
acquainted, of living bodies bearing great 
degrees of heat. I recollected the case of 
the girl at Bochefoucault, who had gone 
into an oven where the thermometer stood 
at 288 degrees. I called to mind Sannorat's 
account of fishes living in the hot springs 
of the Manillas, in water at a temperature 
of upwards of 150 decrees ; and taxed my 
memory te recollect the names of plants 
which the same writer mentions as Sourish- 
ing in the island of Lucon, with their roots 
in a thermal rivulet so hot that the mercu- 
ry, plunged in its waters, rose to 174 de- 
grees. I considered that, perhaps, the cause 
of the heat now surrounding me was no 
more than the reverberation of so great a- 
body of flame as that overhead on the met- 
al, and that as the flame diminished in vol- 
ume, which it plainly did every minute, the 
heat of the copper might be expected to 
abate. 
But the continually rising tempera- 


ture of the air, indicated as it too plainly 
was by the thermometer which I held in my 
hand, soon deprived me of the vague com- 
fort of such a surmise. I next endeavored 
to form some estimate of the heat the metal 
must acquire before the contained air would 
rise to a temperature of 250 degrees, which 
I supposed it possible I might be able to 
bearj but, what with anxiety and confusion, 
I could make no approximation to an an- 
swer. 
These various processes of thought 


had, 
however, restored a certain degree of 


presence of mind, as may be judged from 
the fact that, dreadful as the prospect was 
which I had before me, I was calm enough 
to make several memoranda on my tablets 
with the purpose of attaching them to a 
weight, to be tied to the end of my hand- 
kerchief and flung dut, in'the hope of let- 
ting it be known where I was. These tab- 
lets I have now before me; I havepreserv 
ed them ever since, as a memorial of mo- 
ments snch as I trust have fallen to the lot 
of no other human being.

With almost the last effort I was capable 


of making, I put the tablets with u heavy 
piece of mortar (but for mortar 1 would 
have been burnedto my knees where 1 stood) 
ID to the end of my handkerchief, and 
flung it with all my force out of the month 
of my fiery prison. The agony I endured 
in moving my naked arm so rapidly through 
the hot air was almost insupportable; it 
was like stirring boiling water with it. So 
great was the pain that I bad almost faint- 
ed ; and, when I felt the sickness and giddi- 
ness that precedes a swoon, I was almost 
grateful for it, as I knew that, if I fell on 
the metal below me, I would, in all proba- 
bility, be deprived of life daring m y - i n - 
sensibility. 
But the symptoms of fainting 


left me—a prey to more acute feelings of 
bodily agony. T stood with blisters rising

raging river,) the voices of my deliverers 
louder or fainter, or like imaginary sounds, 
or voices of real beings until at length that 
ladder, which was to ma the welcomes!

down by hurried and tremulous hands, 
amid the shudders of those who never ex- 
pected to see more ol the poor sufferer below 
than a heap of steaming, blood-stained cm- 
dera? or how shall I attempt to deacribe 
the astonishment, the pity, the honeat pleas- 
ure of those benevolent men, when they 
found that, although speechless (for in al:

Messrs. J. R. Bohan, A. J. Turner, S. D. 


Carpenter, M. ML. Pomeroy and J. Wai- 
worth were appointed a committee to at- 
tend to the interests of the craft in the leg- 
islature. A series of resolutions relating 
to the duties and privileges of the press in 
regard to criticising the acts of the gov- 
ernment in the suppression of the present 
rebellion were introduced—one by 8.

A Riot In Chicago—Bnrolllng Offlrers 
Stoned and Injured. 


A. H. Carter and J. B. Bailey are the 


enrolling officers in the 4th ward of thia 
city, and have experienced considerable 
difficulty in getting a certain class of resi- 
dents on 4th Avenue (Buffalo street) to 
give their names. At noon to-day they 
went down with Deputy Marshal Webb to 
arrest four of these contumacious individu- 
als. They succeeded in arresting two men, 
when the whole neighborhood—men, wo 
men and children—some three hundred in 
all—turned out to resist the officers and 
rescue the men. 
They hurled stones, 


brickbats, bottles, clubs and other missiles, 
and the officers were forced to leave to save 
their lives. Mr. Carter _was struck on the 
head with stones, receiving serious wounds, 
and rendered insensible. He was taken to 
a drug store, and restoratives were applied. 
It is feared the wound is dangerous, Mr. 
Bailey, the other enrolling officer, was also 
struck on the aide of his face, leaving a 
bad gash. Deputy Marshal Webb also re- 
ceived some slight injuries. One of the 
arrested men is in custody; the other es- 
caped,

There is a regular rebellion against law 


and order on 4th avenue, in the 4th ward, 
south of 12th street. We learn that Pro- 
vost Marshal James and Deputy Marshal 
Webb, with a force of policemen, have gone 
down to the " seat of war " to quell the dis- 
turbance, arrest the ringleaders, and resore 
peace.—Journal of the 26/7*.

Dear Brother:—I have just received the 


package you sent me, containing the linen 
shirts, hose, medicines, &o., and for which 
I am ono thonaand times obliged. Please 
tender my kindest regards to the fair ladies 
who made the shirts, &c,, and also to Mr. 
Parker, for kindly remembering a poor 
soldier boy. Your official envelope, con- 
taining "strengthening plasters," (alias 
pocket handkerchiefs,) has arrived, also, 
and I am much obliged to yon for them, as 
I was just about out. The quartermaster's 
department has, or will change hands in a 
few days, and Spencer Eldridge and my- 
self will leave for the 12th Wisconsin bat- 
tery to-morrow, and take the field again for 
awhile, and also hope to have a hand in at 
the fall of Vicksbnrg. 


Our poar division (7th) is reduced to 


3,000 effective men, and when it left Milli- 
ken's Bend, La., in May, it numbered 7,500 
ae brave boys as ever shouldered a musket. 
The 2d brigade of our division, in the last 
charge upon Vicksburg, went into that 
charge 1900 strong, and came back to camp 
with 833 men. Col. Boomer, commanding 
the brigade, was killed. An awful slaugh- 
ter, but they made many rebels bite the 
dust. Six men of one regiment placed the 
American flag on the outside of the rebel 
breastworks, and fought under it for four 
hours, and scores of labels paid the pen- 
alty for their temerity in venturing to lay 
hands on that glorious old flag. About 
dusk our boys carried it back to their regi- 
ment in triumph. From thia you may im. 
agine the close quarters they were in, and 
how fiercely raged the conflict. 


The negroes had a fight at Milliken's 


Bend, and although I wrote yon once from 
that place that I thought they would run at 
the first smell of powder, I must admit 
they fought bravely; and the fact of the 
matter is, that if the government will only 
place good officers over them, .they will be 
the greatest terror to the 
rebels.— 


They have old sores to mend, and I assure 
yon there will be no sympathy, or no quar- 
ter on either side. It would do yon good 
to see them drill. They pick up the man 
nel much faster than white men, and 0, 
how it sets them up when they receive a 
musket and United States uniform; and 
they show their approbation by making the 
old musket "shine like a nigger's heel.' 
In the fight at the Bend, the negroes lost 
about 20 killed and 150 wounded. They 
used the bayonet, stock a«d barrel. One 
fellow shot one rebel, bayoneted another, 
and finished the third by knocking his 
brains out with the butt of his musket, 
Another took his old master prisoner, 
brought him in to his officers and intro 
duced him as " My ole massa." He was a 
happy nigger. 


I met Major Bailey and John Wingate, 


also Barrere, on the steamer John D. Per 
ry, just arrived here from Memphis. They 
came to pay off the army. I bad a pleas 
ant chat about Janesville, and things in 
general, and as nothing would do but 
should bring them to the front, I immedi- 
ately accommodated them with mules, and

south did not want out rubbish," 


we all started on the trip, some six miles 
over the hills, (a hard road to travel, I as- 
sure you,) and I showed them the elephant 
before'their return. 


We have three large siege guns in posi- 


tion, and as lack would have it, they were 
firing into the enemy's lines when we ar- 
rived. John and the Major did not know 
what to make of them. They said it was 
the first time they ever saw guns fired with 
shot or shell, and I thought so myself, to 
see their long faces when the old things 
would bust, and make things Sy every way. 


"We have some 300 guns bearing on 


Yickaburg, and 1 believe we are going to 
give them a salute which will last for two 
days without intermission, from all the 
guns along the line; also the mortar boats 
and the gunboats on the river. " Music 
hath charms to soothe the savage breast." 
We are going to follow out that old adage 
with Pemberton and his crew; at least we 
will try the efficacy of the thing with them. 
The city ia doomed to destruction if they 
do not surrender. Qen. Grant stated that 
some of these fine structures would have 
the polish knocked off of them before many 
days. Grant has received about 25,000 
reinforcements from Schofield and Burn- 
side, and as Joe Johnston has made his 
appearance in our rear with some 30,000 
greybacks, there will be fun on both aides 
of Grant's lines. Onr rear is well protect- 
ed, and there is no fear of defeat, as we 
have men enough to warm the wax in old 
Johnston's ear as well as Vickabnrg. I 
have just visited, with Major Bailey and 
Wingate, 90 fine pieces of artillery that we 
captured from the rebels. They are fine 
brass pieces, with caissons attached, and 
all ready for use. I don't think they can 
scrape up ten pieces of artillery in thia 
part of the country to play againat Grant's 
rear. They have some awful big guns in 
Vicksburg, but they cannot reach ns in the 
rear, as they are all ia the river batteries. 


This is my last letter till the place falls, 


as we intend to spend the 4th of July in 
the rebel stronghold. 


I have quite recovered from my late ill- 


ness, and hope to have & hand in breaking 
the backbone of rebeldom in the taking of 
Yicksburg.

Correspondence of tho Dally Gazette, 
From the JB»gl« Heglraeut. 


YOUNG'S POINT, La., June 13,186&. 
dtiors Gazette:—For the first time in 


43 days, the regiment has tents to sleep in. 
We have been on another expedition, up 
the Yazoo river to Sartatia, 80 miles from 
this point. We also made another trip to 
Mechanicsburg, skirmishing with the ene- 
my and driving him four miles, with a loas 
on our side of 1 killed and 16 wounded— 
two from our regiment, both dangerously. 
The enemy lost in killed 6, 30 wounded, 
and 100 prisoners. 
Oar regiment did 


some splendid skirmishing, driving the 
rebels for near two miles at double-quick, 
into and through th» town, they firing from 


he buildings at as, and we jired the build 
'ngs. We have Taylor's Chicago battery 
with us sow, six guns, and they did some 
splendid shooting in the engagement at 
ilechanicsburg. 


We arrived at Haines* Bluff on last Sun- 


day night, and Monday night Mower's brig- 
ade was ordered to Young's Point, to pro- 
tect government stores and gunboats, and 
to guard against the rebel* coming over 
from Yicksburg and destroying the mortar 
joata, which are giving them so much 
trouble. Wa expect some trouble here 
from the force that attacked the negro reg- 
iments at Milliken's, last Sunday, bnt I 
think the blacks gave them a doae that 
will regulate them for a short time. We 
don't want to hear any more about negroes 
not fighting. I nave made many inquiries, 
and all agree that the negroes fought brave- 
ly, and used the bayonet freely. I talked 
with one of the 9th Louisiana, who was 
wounded in the foot and through the arm. 
I asked him if he shot many times. " Yea, 
sir," said he, " I shot right smart, and I 
punched with my bayonet, too." " What," 
said I, " you don't mean to say you killed 
a rebel with your bayonet?" " Ob yea, 
sir; I'm sure I killed him, for I put the 
bajonet clear plumb through him, and he 
juf.fc light over on his back, and I know he 
ia done gone dead, sure." I asked him, if 
the gunboats had not come up as they did, 
if he did not think the rebels would have 
whipped them. " Well, master," said he, 
" you see, there was surely four of them to 
one of us, and I think they would after a 
while got de best of us, for you see they 
had so many that they would soon had us 
all killed, and then you know we could not 
done any more wid 'em," I think that 
pretty good. If they intend to fight until 
they are all killed, I think they will do to 
use for soldiers. I wish thero were five 
hundred thousand of them in the field, to- 
day. 


I wrote to you about two weeks ago, say- 


ing that it would take forty thousand men 
fo raise the siege of Vicksburg. To-day, 
it would take one hundred thousand. Don't 
feel uneasy—we have a sure thing. It will 
take a little time, but better take a few 
weeks than to lose fifteen or twenty thous- 
and men. We are all willing to wait. 
We have all been at the door, and have 
seen the elephant; we got into the trench 
eB, but could not climb them. I gave yon 
an account of the part our regiment and 
brigade took iu Ihe storming of the works, 
in a letter written a few days after the fight. 


Onr lines are so close to the enemy now 


that the men of the two armies can con- 
verse with each other, and I am informed 
that 400 federal guns frown on the besieg- 
ed city. Bombarding is kept up morning 
and evening, and by the mortar boats dur- 
ing the night. The middle of the days are 
so hot that both armies lay off in the shade. 
Our sharpshooters lay so close to the rebel 
forts that it is almost impossible for tnem 
to work their guns. If a man sticks his 
head above the works he is sure to get a 
dozen bullets sent at him. To day General 
Grant is thundering away at them wiih all 
aia artillery, and we are having thu biggest 
4th of July down here now-a-days you ever 
read about. It commenced this morning, 
and for 48 hours 400 guns trill throw shot 
and shell into the enemy's works •, some of 
them throw shot that weigh over 200 Ibs. 
Men are at work mining the forts, ana 
some of tbem will soon be torn to atoms 
with powder. 


A part of the 8th regiment is on picket 


duty directly in front of the city, at short 
range with a rifle, to keep the men from 
obtaining water from the Mississippi, and 
to prevent any portion of them from escap- 
ing on rafts across into Louisiana. The 
leahb of the regiment is not good at pres- 
ent. The moat of the men are worn out 
from fatigue, and more men are aick now 
than at any time since we were in Missouri. 
The weather is very warm here, and the 
hottest ia yet to come. 


Wisconsin has 13 infantry regiments, 


one cavalry regiment, and several batteries 
around Yicksburg. Some of the naw regi- 
ments suffered terribly from the heat in 
marching from Mechanicsburg down. Sev- 
eral out of the 27th died Ou the march from 
the effects of heat. The 25th nearly all 
dropped out along the way. It is surpris- 
ing to see the difference between old and 
new troops in marching. Our brigade 
came into camp in good shape, while brig- 
ades composed of new troops were in very 
bad order, but they will soon get used to 


At Raymond, Sherman's corps took the j 
right and McPherson's the left on the ad*, 
ranee to Jackson; when at Mississippi 
Springs, twelve miles from Jackson, a small 
force was encountered and driven back 5 
three miles Jackson the-enemy was met in 
force, and the fighting commenced in earn- 
est. Slowly they were driven back, until 
near the breastworks, when a charge was 
ordered along the whole line; away the 
men started with a cheer, and when the 
breastworks were reached the rebels had 
skedaddled in a hurry, leaving seventeen 
cannon behind. Gen. Mower planted the 
flag of the llth Missouri on the capitol.— 
All commissary and quartermaster's stores 
were burnt, together with state prison and 
& large cotton factory, run by the prisoners 
and employed is making clothing for the 
rebels; although a good portion of the 
town was burned, the capitol was not, as 
the papers stated. 


On the 16th we left Jakaon and marched 


to Vicksbnrg, where we arrived on the 19th, 
and on the 22d we were in the charge on 
the works; but all were repnlsed, and Gen. 
Sherman said that if this brigade could 
not gain the enemy's works there was no 
need of trying. 


On the 25th our brigade started for Sny- 


der's Bluff, where we arrived the next day; 
on the 27th, on being joined by a brigade 
from Blair's and one from Steele's division, 
the whole commanded by Gen. Blair, the 
command started for Mechanicsburg, where 
they arrived on the 29th. The cavalry had 
a small skirmish with the enemy, who were 
driven beyond the town. On the 30th we 
started back, arriving at Haines' Bluff on 
the 31st; here we stayed until the 3d of 
June, and then went aboard boats and start- 
ed up the Yazoo River to Satartia four 
miles from Mechanicsburg. On the morn- 
ing of the fourth we landed and marched 
out towards Meohanicsbnrg, and had pro- 
ceeded hardly a mile when we encountered 
the enemy. Gen, Mower saw several boats 
coming up the river, when he halted the 
brigade and sent back his aid to see what 
it was. Maj. Gen. Eimball had arrived with 
a lot of new troops that had been lying 
around Jackson and La Grange, Tennessee 
He wanted Gen. Mower to allow him to put 
one of his brigades ahead; but Mower 
told him (Kimball) that he had orders to 
proceed to Mechanicsburg, take the place 
and bold it, and he was was going to do it. 
Gen, Eimball offered the major in com 
mand of the 5th Illinois cavalry, $50 if he 
would take the batterj that the rebels had 
been playing on us with; the major said 
he was not fighting for money. We drove 
the rebels from town with only a loss of 
two or three wounded in the infantry and a 
few in the cavalry. The cavalry made a 
charge and captured 20 or 30 prisoners 
some of them with sabre cuts across the 
head. 


On the 7th Gen. Kimball marched the 


command back to Hainea' Bluff, arriving 
on the 8th. The 25th and 27th Wisconsin 
were along, many of them were sun-struck. 


Hearing of the attack on Milliken's 


Bend and Young's Point, Gen. Mower with 
this brigade was ordered to this place, 
where we remained four days and then 
started for Richmond, at which place there 
were three brigades of rebels. Near the 
place we were joined by Gen. Ellett with 
the marine corps, but no part of it except 
the battery was engaged. The 5th Minne- 
sota, belonging to this brigade, was thrown 
out as skirmishes, and advanced, when they 
were met by a volley from one or two regl 
ments lying behind a hedge fence, in a deep 
ravine. Gen. Mower started a flanking 
movement when they skededdled. There 
was a creek on two sides of the town which 
was commanded at the bridge by a fort and 
by a levee, behind which the infantry were 
stationed.

Thinking perhaps you might like to hear 


something from the army, and learn how 
the boys all get along, and having some 
leisure time, I thought I would write you 
a few lines. 


On the 2d of May, our division left camp 


at Duckport, leaving tents and knapsacks, 
taking only a wool blanket and oil cloth. 
On the sixth day out we reached Hard 
Times' landing, on the Louisiana shore, 
where one regiment was taken on board 
the gunboat Loiisville, and landed at 
Grand Gulf. There is no need of my civ- 
ing a description of this point, of which 
yoa have already had so many. Here we 
were given (three days rations, to last five, 
and off we traveled the next day. Nothing 
of interest transpired until the day before 
the fight at Raymond, when our advance 
met a small force of the enemy, which had 
burned a bridge and delayed us till next 
day, or we should probably have had the 
fight there, as they were on our road and 
met Logan's division at the cross roads.—

rests. 


The eighth and ninth condemn certain 


acts of aggression upon public rights, and 
nsist upon the strict administration oJ 
aw as it exists on the statute books.

Carpenter, M. M. Pomeroy and J. Wal- 
worth were appointed a committee to at- 
end to the interests of the craft in the leg- 
islature. A series of resolutions relating 
to the duties and privileges of the press in 
regard to criticising the acts of the gov- 
ernment in the suppression of the present 
rebellion were introduced—one by S. D.

ever of the movements of Hooker's army 
has appeared in the loyal prints.

idling away precious time in the neighbor- 
hood of Washington while Lee is rapidly 
getting away from his grasp. Were we at 
liberty to enlighten our cotemporaries, they 
wonld see they were never more mistaken."

A Riot In Chicago—Enrolling Officer* 
Stoned and Injured" 


A. H. Carter aad J. B. Bailey are the 


enrolling officers in the 4th ward of this 
city, and have experienced considerable 
difficulty in getting a certain class of resi- 
dents on 4th Avenue (Buffalo street) to 
give their names. At noon to-day they 
went down with Deputy Marshal Webb to 
arrest four of these contumacious individu- 
als. They succeeded in arresting two men. 
when the whole neighborhood—men, wo 
men and children—some three hundred in. 
all—turned out to resist the officers and 
rescue the men. 
They hurled stonea 


brickbats, bottles, clubs and other missiles, 
and Ihe officers were forced to leave to save 
their lives. Mr. Carter was struck on the 
head with stones, receiving serious wounds, 
and rendered insensible. 
He was taken to 


a drug store, and restoratives were applied. 
It is feared the wound is dangerous. Mr. 
Bailey, the other enrolling officer, was also 
struck on the side of his face, leaving a 
bad gash. Deputy Marshal Webb also re- 
ceived some slight injuries. One of the 
arrested men is in custody j the other es- 
caped. 


There is a regular rebellion against law 


and order on 4th avenue, in the 4th ward 
south of 12th street.

Webb, with a force of policemen/have gone

Dear Brother:—I have just received the 


package you sent me, containing the linen 
shirts, hose,.medicines, Ac., and for which 
I am or.o thousand times obliged. Please 
tender my kindest regards to the fair ladies 
who made tha shirts, &c,, and also to Mr. 
Parker, for kindly remembering a poor 
soldier boy. Your official envelope, con- 
taining "strengthening plasters," (alias 
pocket handkerchiefs,) has arrived, also, 
and I am much obliged to yon for them, as 
I was just about ont. The quartermaster's 
department has, or will change hands in a 
few days, and Spencer Eldridge and my- 
self will leave for the 12th Wisconsin bat- 
tery to-morrow, and take the field again for 
awhile, and also hope to have a hand in at 
the fall of Vicksbnrg. 


Our peer division (7th) is reduced to 


3,000 effective men, and when it left Milli- 
ken's Bend, La,, in May, it numbered 7,500 
ae brave boys as ever shouldered a musket. 
The 2d brigade of our division, in the last 
charge upon Vioksburg, went into that 
charge 1900 strong, and came back to camp 
with 833 men. Ool. Boomer, commanding 
the brigade, was killed. An awful slaugh- 
ter, but they made many rebels bite the 
dust. Six men of one regiment placed the 
American flag on the outside of the rebel 
breastworks, and fought under it for four 
hours, and scores of rebels paid the pen- 
alty for their temerity in venturing to lay 
hands on that glorious old flag. About 
dusk our boys carried it back to their regi- 
ment in triumph. From this you may im. 
agine the close quarters they were in, and 
how fiercely raged the conflict. 


The negroes had a fight at Milliken's 


Bend, and although I wrote yon once from 
that place that I thought they would run at 
the first smell of powder, I must admit 
they fought bravely; and the fact of the 
matter is, that if the government will only 
place good officers over them, .they will be 
the greatest terror to the 
rebels.— 


They have old sores to mend, and I assure 
you there will be no sympathy, or no quar- 
ter on either side. It would do you good 
to see them drill. They pick up the man- 
nel much faster than white men, and O, 
how it sets them up when they receive a 
musket and United States uniform ; and 
they show their approbation by making the 
old musket "shine like a nigger's heel." 
In the fight at the Bend, the negroes lost 
about 20 killed and 150 wounded. They 
used the bayonet, stock aad barrel. One 
fellow shot one rebel, bayoneted another, 
and finished the third by knocking his 
brains out with the butt of his musket. 
Another took his old master 
prisoner, 


brought him in to his officers and intro- 
duced him as "My ole massa." .He was a 
happy nigger. 


I met Major Bailey and John Wingate, 


also Barrere, on the steamer John D. Per- 
ry, just arrived here from Memphis. They 
came to pay off the army. I had a pleas- 
ant chat about Janesville, aad things in 
general, and as nothing would do but I 
should bring them to the front, I immedi- 
ately accommodated them with mules, and 
we all started on the trip, some six miles 
over the hills, (a hard road to travel, I as- 
sure you,) and I showed them the elephant 
before" their return. 


We have three large siege guns in posi- 


tion, and as lack would have it, they were 
firing into the enemy's lines when we ar- 
rived. John and the Major did not know 
what to make of them. They said it was 
tha first time they ever saw guns fired with 
shot or shell, and I thought so myself, to 
see their long faces when the old things 
would bust, and make things fly every way. 


We have some 300 guns bearing on 


Vicksburg, and I believe we are going to 
give them a salute which will last for two 
days without intermission, from all the 
guns along the line ; also the mortar boats 
and the gunboats on the river. " Music 
hath charms to soothe the savage breast." 
We are going to follow out that old adage 
with Pemberton and his crew; at least we 
will try the efficacy of the thing with them. 
The city is doomed to destruction if they 
do not surrender. Gen. Grant stated that 
some of these fine structures would have 
the polish knocked off of them before many 
days. Grant has received about 25,000 
reinforcements from Schofield and Burn- 
side, and as Joe Johnston has made his 
appearance in our rear with some 30,000 
greybacks, there will be fun on both sides 
of Grant's lines. Our rear is well protect- 
ed, and there ia no fear of defeat, as we 
have men enough to warm the wax in old 
Johnston's ear as well as Vicksbnrg. I 
have just visited, with Major Bailey and 
Wingate, 90 fiae pieces of artillery that we 
captured from the rebels. They are fine 
brass pieces, with caissons attached, and 
all ready for use. I don't think they can 
scrape up ten pieces of artillery in this 
part of the country to play against Grant's 
rear. They have some awful big gim» in 
Vicksburg, but they cannot reach us in the 
rear, as they are all in the river batteries. 


This is my last letter till the place falls, 


as we intend to spend the 4th of July in 
the rebel stronghold. 


I have qeite recovered from my late ill- 


ness, and hope to have a hand in breaking 
the backbone of rebeldom In the taking of 
Vicksburg.

the buildings at us, and we fired the build 
ings. We have Taylor's Chicago battery 
with us now, six guns, and they did some 
splendid shooting in the engagement at 
Mechanicsburg. 


We arrived at Haines' Bluff on last Sun- 


day night, and Monday night Mower's brig- 
ade was ordered to Young's Point, to pro- 
tect government stores and gunboats, and 
to guard against the rebels coming over 
from Vicksburg and destroying the mortar 
boats, which are giving them so much 
trouble. We expect some trouble here 
from the force that attacked the negro reg- 
iments at Milliken's, last Sunday, bnt I 
think the blacks gave them a dose that 
will regulate them for a short time. We 
don't want to hear any more about negroes 
not fighting. I have made many inquiries, 
and all agree that the negroes fought brave- 
ly, and used the bayonet freely. I talked 
with one of the 9th Louisiana, who was 
wounded in the foot and through the arm. 
I asked him if he shot many times. " Yes, 
sir," said he, " I shot right smart, and I 
punched with my bayonet, too." " What," 
said I, " you don't mean to say you killed 
a rebel with your bayonet?" " Oh yes, 
sir; I'm sure I killed him, for I put the 
bayonet clear plumb through him, and he 
jusi light over on his back, and I know he 
is done gone dead, sure." 
I asked him, if 


the guuboata had not come up as they did, 
if he did not think the rebels would have 
whipped them. " Well, master," said he, 
" you see, there was surely four of them to 
one of us, and I think they would after a 
while got de best of us, for you see they 
had so many that they would soon had us 
all killed, and then yon know we could not 
done any more wid 'em." I think that 
pretty good. If they intend to fight until 
they are all killed, I think they will do to 
use for soldiers. 
I wish there were five 


hundred thousand of them in the field, to- 
day. 


I wrote to you about two weeks ago, say- 


ing that it would take forty thousand men 
to raise the siege of Vicksburg. To-day, 
it would take one hundred thousand. Don't 
fteluneasy—we have a sure thing. It will 
take a little time, but better take a few 
weeks than to lose fifteen or twenty thous- 
and men. 
We are all willing to wait. 


We have all been at the door, and have 
seen the elephant; we got into the trench 
es, bnt could not climb them. I gave yon 
an account of the part our regiment and 
brigade took ia the storming of the works, 
in a letter written a few days after the fight. 


Our lines are so close to the enemy now 


that the men of the two armies can con- 
verse with each other, and I am informed 
that 400 federal guns frown on the besieg- 
ed city. Bombarding is kept up morning 
and evening, and by the mortar boats dur- 
ing the night. The middle of tbe days are 
so hot that both armies lay off in the shade. 
Our sharpshooters lay so close to the rebel 
forts that it is almost impossible for them 
to work tlieir guns. If a man sticks his 
head above the works he is sure to get a 
dozen bullets sent at him. To day General 
Grant is thundering away at them with all 
his artillery, and we are having the biggest 
4th of July down here now-a-days you ever 
read about. It commenced this morning, 
and for 48 hours 400 guns will throw shot 
and shell into the enemy's works ; some of 
them throw shot that weigh over 200 Ibs. 
Men are at work mining the forts, ana 
some of Item will soon be torn to atoms 
with powder. 


A part of the 8th regiment is on picket 


duty directly in front of the city, at short 
range with a rifle, to keep the men from 
obtaining water from the Mississippi, and 
to prevent any portion of them from escap- 
ing on rafts across into Louisiana. The 
health of the regiment is not good at pres- 
ent. The most of the men are worn out 
from fatigue, and more men are sick now 
than at any time since we were in Missouri. 
The weather is very warm here, and the 
hottest is yet to come. 


Wisconsin has 13 infantry regiments, 


one cavalry regiment, and several batteries 
around Vicksburg. 
Some or the naw regi- 


ments suffered terribly from the heat in 
marchingfrom Mechanicsburg down. Sev- 
eral out of the 27th died on the march from 
the effects of heat. 
The 25th nearly all 


dropped out along the way. It is surpris- 
ing to see the difference between old and 
new troops in marching. Our brigade 
came into camp in good shape, while brig- 
ades composed of new troops were in very 
bad order, bnt they will soon get used to 
it. We have been at it now nearly two 
years, and it any. other brigade has been 
hammered around more than we have it is 
unknown to us. 
You know everybody 


thinks their regiment has done the most. 
If any one at home wants to satisfy iaim- 
self as to which regiment has done the 
most marching, let him go to Madison and 
examine the record of events, on the 
monthly returns of each regiment. 
That 


ia what tells. But I hope none of taa will 
have to do much more marching, nc;til we 
march home. My best wishes to all.

At Raymond, Sherman's corps took the 
right and McPherson's the left on the ad- 
vance to Jackson; when at Mississippi 
Springs, twelve miles from Jackson, a smell 
force was encountered and driven back; 
three miles Jackson the-enemy was met in 
force, and the fighting commenced in earn- 
est 
Slowly they were driven back, unti' 


near the breastworks, when a charge was 
ordered along the whole line ; away the 
men started with a cheer, and when the 
breastworks were reached the rebels had 
skedaddled in B hurry, learing seventeen 
cannon behind. Gen. Mower planted the 
flag of the llth Missouri on the capitol. 
All commissary and quartermaster's stores 
wer« burnt, together with state prison and 
a large cotton factory, run by the prisoners 
and employed in making clothing for the 
rebels; although a good portion of the 
town was burned, the capitol was not, as 
the papers stated. 


On the 16th we left Jakson and marched 


to Vioksburg, where we arrived on the 19th, 
and on the 22d we were in the charge on 
the works; but all were repulsed, and Gen. 
Sherman said that if this brigade could 
not gain the enemy's works there was no 
need of trying. 


On the 25th our brigade started for Sny- 


der's BInff, where we arrived the next day; 
on the 27th, on being joined by a brigade 
from Blair's and one from Steele's division, 
the whole commanded by Gen. Blair, the 
command started for Meohanicsburg, where 
they arrived on the 29th. The cavalry had 
a small skirmish with the enemy, who were 
driven beyond the town. On the 30th we 
started back, arriving at Haines' Bluff on 
the 31st; here we stayed until the 3d of 
June, and then w«nt aboard boats and start- 
ed up the Yazoo Biver to Satartia four 
miles from Mechanicsbnrg. 
On the morn- 


ing of the fourth we landed and marched 
out towards Mechanicsburg, and had pro- 
ceeded hardly a mile when we encountered 
the enemy. Gen. Mower saw several boats 
comine up the river, when he halted the 
brigade and sent back his aid to see what 
it was. Maj. Gen. Kimball had arrived with 
a lot of new troops that had been lying 
around Jackson and La Grange, Tennessee. 
He wanted Gen. Mower to allow him to put 
one of his brigades ahead; but Mower 
told him (Kimball) that he had orders to 
proceed to Mechanicsburg, take the place 
and hold it, and he was was going to do it. 
Gen. Kimball offered the major in com- 
mand of the 5th Illinois cavalry, $50 if he 
would take the battery that the rebels had 
been playing on us with ; the major said 
he was not fighting for money. We drove 
the rebels from town with only a loss of 
two or three wounded in "the infantry and a 
few in the cavalry. 
The cavalry made a 


charge and captured 20 or 30 prisoner!, 
some of them with sabre cuts across the 
head. 


On the 7th Gen. Kimball marched the 


command back to Haines' Bluff, arriving 
on the 8th. The 25th and 27th Wisconsin 
were along, many of them were sun-struck. 


Hearing of the attack on Milliken's 


Bend and Young'a Point, Gen. Mower with 
this brigade was ordered to this place, 
where we remained four days and then 
started for Bichmond, at which place there 
were three brigades of rebels. Near the 
place we were joined by Gen. Ellett with 
tbe marine corps, but no part of it except 
the battery was engaged. 
The 5th Minne- 


sota, belonging to this brigade, was thrown 
out as skirmishes, and advanced, when they 
were met by a volley from one or two regi- 
ments lying behind a hedge fence, in a deep 
ravine. Gen. Mower started a flanking 
movement when they skedaddled. There 
was a creek on two sides of the town which 
was commanded at the bridge by a fort and 
by a levee, behind which the infantry were 
stationed. Every house in the town and 
along the road back were burned to the 
ground.

The third denounces the southern rebel- 


lion as the act of southern politicians and 
northern fanatics, and holds the act as un- 
justifiable m any sense. 


The fourth condemns the war policies of 


the administration, as leaving the world in 
doubt whether their principal object is to 
restore the constitution at the south, or 
subvert it at the north. 


The fiah resolution repudiates support 
to * war waged against the constitution. 


The sixth maintains that liberty and 


right out of the Union, are better than a 
government above the constitution and the 
laws. 


The seventh deprecates the exercise of 


martial law outside of the limits of milita- 
ry occupation, and denounces arbitrary ar- 
rests.

The eighth and ninth condemn certain 


acts of aggression upon public rights, and 
insist upon the strict administration of 
law as it exists on the statute books.

Blind. 


The committee appointed to witness and 


report upon the examination held on the 
24th of June, 1863, at the institute for the 
blind, at Janesville, in this state, report 
that they were present at the examinations, 
which were highly satisfactory, indicating 
thorough training and unwearied dilligence 
on the part of those acting as teachers in 
this important institution. 


Glasses were examined in reading, arith- 


metic, mental and practical, geography, 
writing, grammar and philosophy. The 
pnpils of few institutions equal, in their 
proficiency iu the various branches in which 
they were examined, the scholars of this 
school for the btind. 


Wtere all were ao good it would seem 


almost inviduous to particularize. But we 
would mention, among others, the class in 
philosophy under Mr. Little, and the class- 
es in arithmetic under Mrs. Little and Miss 
Schofield, as evincing peculiar quickness 
of thought and readiness in solving the 
questions proposed to them by their teach- 
ers and the committee. 


The recitation in grammar was satisfac- 


tory. Those in geography interesting and 


• accurate. We were pleased with the meth- 


od adopted in. this institution of rendering 
the boundaries of states and territories, 
which, we were informed by Mr. Little, ia 
taken from the United States statutory de- 
scription of boundaries. 


One of the most pleasing features of the 


examination was the music, vocal and ini 
•trumental, which was very fine. The se- 
lections showed a nice and discriminating 
taste on the part of their teacher, Prof. Al- 
len. 
The distinctive features to be com- 


mended in the singing were prompt time 
and intonation, and (rue expression, Qual- 
ity of tone also has not been forgotten by 
the instructor. The performances upon 
the piano forte were all good, and some of 
them of a high order. The examination 
in harmony and composition was Tery sat- 
isfactory, proring that blind persons can 
thoroughly understand the art of composi- 
tion, and that Prof. Allen is apt in impart- 
ing a knowledge of the theory of which he 
ia an accomplished master. The entire 
examination in music could not but afford 
the highest hopes for the future of these 
aafortnate ones thus pnt in possession of 
an acquirement which, while it shall afford 
them pleasure, may also be turned to pe- 
cuniary account when they shall leave the 
institution. 


In conclusion the committee feel that 


they may congratulate the state upon the 
present condition of this institution. It ia 
well managed, as far as the committee were 
able to observe. One of the best indica- 
tions of the domestic care and manage- 
ment la the appearance and happiness of 
the pnpils, and the air of home content- 
ment that always reigns about the building 
whenever it is visited. 


Every dollar invested by the state here 


is well invested, redounds to its honor, 
and its reputation for philanthropy, and is 
the means of incalculable benefit to an 
otherwise very unfortunate portion of our 
race.

COMMERCIAL. 


Examination bt the Institute for tin 
Blind. 


The committee appointed to witness and 


report upon the examination held on the 
24th of Jane, 1863, at the institute for the 
blind, at Janesville, in this state, report 
that they were present at the examinations, 
which were highly satisfactory, indicating 
thorough training and unwearied dilligence 
on the part of those acting as teachers in 
this important institntion. 


Classes were examined in reading, arith- 


metic, mental and practical, geography, 
writing, grammar and philosophy. The 
pupils of few institutions equal, in their 
proficiency in the various branches in which 
they were examined, the scholars of this 
school for the blind. 


Wtere all were so good it wonld seem 


almost inviduous to particularize. But we 
wonld mention, among others, the class in 
philosophy ander Mr. Little, and the class- 
es in arithmetic under Mrs. Little and Miss 
Schofield, as evincing peculiar quickness 
of thought and readiness in solving the 
questions proposed to them by their teach- 
ers and the committee. 


The recitation in grammar was satisfac- 


tory. Those in geography interesting and 


• accurate. We were pleased with the meth- 


od adopted ia this institution of rendering 
the boundaries of states and territories, 
which, we were informed by Mr. Little, is 
taken from the United States statutory de- 
scription of boundaries. 


One of the most pleasing features of the 


examination was the music, vocal and in^ 
itraiaental, which was very fine. The se- 
lections showed a nice and discriminating 
taste on the part of their teacher, Prof. Al- 
len. Tha distinctive features to be com- 
mended in the singing were prompt time 
and intonation, and (rue expression. 
Qual- 


ity of tone also has not been forgotten by 
the instructor. The performances upon 
the piano forte were all good, and some of 
them of a high order. The examination 
in harmony and composition was very sat- 
isfactory, proving that blind persons can 
thoroughly understand the art of composi- 
tion, aud that Prof. Allen is apt in impart- 
ing a knowledge of the theory of which he 
is an accomplished master. The entire 
examination in music could not but afford 
the highest hopes for the future of these 
nafortnate ones thus put in possession of 
an acquirement which, while it shall afford 
them pleasure, may also be turned to pe- 
cuniary account when they shall leave the 
institution. 


In conclusion the committee feel that 


they may congratulate the state upon the 
present condition of this institntion. It is 
well managed, as far as the committee were 
able to observe. One of the best indica- 
tions of the domestic cara and iranage- 
ment is the appearance and happiness of 
the pupils, and the air of home content- 
ment that always reigns about the building 
whenever it is visited.
